Mrs. Taylor told Detectives Ginn 
and Davis, who are investigating the 
case, that she and her husband have 
been estranged for sometime and that 
Taylor came to the Paynes avenue 
address Thursday in an effort to 
bring about a reconciliation.

Pontiac, Mich., May 29.—One 15- 
year-old boy swallowed poison and 
died, another 14-year-old youth took 
a sip of poison and spat it out, and 
three other youths failed to carry out 
their promises, after all five had en- 
tered a pact to kill themselves bere 
Thursday. 

Joseph Muse, who died, was the 
originator of the pact, the other boys 
said. Gerald Hale took a sip of the 
poison, spat the liquid out, a:.d ran 
to his mother. It was through Mrs. 
Hale that instructors at the local 
high school learned of the strange 
arrangement under which five young 
students, all apparently in the best 
of health, and having no urgent mo- 
tive to impel them to wish to die, 
decided that life was no longer worth 
living. 


The whole city was stirred when 
news of the suicide pact leaked out 
soon afterward through the police. 
The names of the other three hays 
have not been disclosed. 

According to young Hale, Muse 
talked over with the other four a 
reprimand which had been issued to 
them Thursday by a school teacher. 

Then Muse formulated an oath and 
had the boys swear that they would 
kill themselves, Hale said. 

Muse obtained a bottle of poison, 
according to Hale, drank a portion of 
it, and fell dead soon afterward. 

Hale's turn was next, but his heart 
failed him when he took one sip. 


The other three boys fled. 

“You'll find Joe dead,” Hale said 
to his mother. “He was never afraid 
of anything and he will enjoy his new 
experience.”

Standardization of traffic regula-

“TIME TO STOP IT.” 
_ The Savannah Press, quoting from 
The Constitution’s editorial on the 
unfairness of the present Pullman 
surcharge levy upon travelers, heart- 
ily indorses the same, under the 
caption ‘‘Time To Stop It.” 
The Press says: 


m- “When created the railroads were 
not making money, and were having 
a hard time to recover from the dis- 
ruptions and disorganizations pro- 
duced by war. The people did not 
‘seriously object then, as the strained 
‘economic conditions were recognized, 
and the spirit of cooperation predomi- 
nated to a marked extent. 

. “Now the railroads are enjoying an

DOING A FINE WORK. 


The fourth annual report of the 
Georgia securities commission to 
the governor, just issued, is a com- 
prehensive resume of its work dur- 
ing the past year, and a serious dis- 
cussion of pending legislation which 
it most earnestly urges. 
This commission has been of 
much value in stabilizing securities 
in Georgia and in protecting invest- 
ors from the multitude of wild-cat, 
worthless investment propositions 
that flooded the state prior to the 
enactment of what is commonly 
known as the “blue sky law.” 
From the date of its inauguration, 
in 1920, the commission has contin- 
uously but conservatively broad- 
ened its usefulness and the law un- 
der which it functions has been 
strengthened from time to time. 
Out-of-the-state speculative land 
and promotion offerings, dependent 
upon mail order and agency busi- 
ness, have within the past year 
been closely scrutinized py the com- 
mission, and while no attempt has 
been made to embarrass legitimate 
concerns in any degree, the alluring 
proposals of proven fake concerns 
have been banned, and the total 
savings to the ever too eager ‘‘get- 
rich-quick”’ investors, mostly peo- 
ple of moderate means, or widows 
who have acquired small insurance 
benefits, have run up into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, ap- 
proximating these totals by the 
past experiences of Georgia victims. 
Worthless oil and mining ‘‘stocks’”’ 
have been barred, and promoters 
who have attempted to secure Geor- 
gia charters without fully substan- 
tiating the validity of their proposi- 
tions have been prevented from do- 
ing so. In the ramifications of this 
very important bureau of the state 
government, it is difficult to esti- 
mate the actual extent of the con- 
structive value to the people of 
Georgia. 
And the operations of the bureau 
have been so economical that out of 
a total annual income of around fif- 
teen thousand dollars for licenses, 
etc., a credit balance of six thousand 
or more has accrued to the state 
during the year,

That Was the End 


Of Socialism. 


A little book, written in the Ger- 
man language and published in Aus- 
tria, gives some interesting histori- 


cal anecdotes of the first days of the 
war, when the world waited with 
bated breath the action to be taken 
by the German social democratic 
party of which Bebel, the Jeader, had 
said in connection with war credits: 
“Not a man and not a cent.” The 
party was at that time faced with 
actual war. In those early ceys IJ.e- 
nin and Zinovieff were arrested in 
Austria as Russian subjects. They 
were held incommunicado in a very 
comfortable jail. To those two ex- 
treme radicals the attitude on war of 
the German socialists was al!-impor- 
tant. No sooner were they released 
when they ran to a newspaper office. 
Lenin had made a bet with Zinovieff 
that the Germen socialists wculd vote 
against war credits and Zinovieff bet 
his leader that they would abstain 
from voting. At the newsnaper office 
they discovered that they beth had 
lovt their bet. The German svcialists, 
the last hope of European peace, had 
not abstained from votirig and had 
not voted against the credits, but had 
voted in favor of war measures and 
thereby had brought to an end the 
great historical role to which they 
were destined.

Conquering With 


Science. 

The plan of General Mangin to train 
black troops in Central Africa and 
then bring them to the borders of the 


Rhine may soon become obsolete, for 
sleeping sickness is ravaging the equa- 
torial colonies of France, Britain and 
Belgium to such an extent that great 
alarm is being felt. In the French 
colonies alone more than a million and 
a half people died of the disease dur- 
ing the past year.

Canada Dares. 

The Canadian parliament refused to 
ratify the Lausanne treaty and in so 
doing defied the mother country, Eng- 


land. The Canadians as a self-govern- 
ing dominion, although not represent- 
ed at the sessions, were informed by the 
inperial government that she would be 
kept posted on the negotiations. The 
Canadian public has from the begin- 
ning persisted in denouncing the mon- 
strous provisions of that treatv, espe- 
elally the exchange of populations, 
which worked such tremendous hard- 
ship and suffering on the Greek popu- 
lations. It is a daring move, full of 
significance, for Canada to break with 
the empire on this question. The 
British government was _ requested 
‘a suppress part.of the correspondence 
tNat had nassed between the British 
foreign office and Ottawa on the sub- 
ject.

Georgia Delegate Writes 
of National Conference 
On Outdoor Recreation 


Editor Constitution: When the 
public begins to fully grasp the full 
meaning and objectives of this Na- 
tional Conference on Outdoor Recrea- 
tion there will be a widespread interest 
in this work and great benefits to the 
nation will result. The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has done so much for these 
same objectives that I have wished you 
were here every minute of the time 
these wonderful three days. 


This conference will be made a per- 
manent institution. Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt will be made permanent 
chairman and ‘the seventeen special 
committees will carry on their work 
which has merely begun here now. A 
“clearing house” for recreation and 
outdoor activities will correlate all in- 
terests and seek to point the way 
back to nature for all America and for 
a stronger, happier and more active 
citizenship. 

I am inclosing for your information 
the plan of organization and precedure, 
The Society of American Foresters is 
represented on most of these seventeen 
special committees, and as I am on 
committee No. 4, I am also inclosing a 
copy of our report, which indicates the 
“man-size’ job we have undertaken to 
inventory the recreation agencies 
which already exist and to determine 
the objects, functions and activities, 
etc. When this has been done we will 
plan the correlation of work for all 
clubs, associations and organizations 
of all kinds which encourage outdoor 
life and recreation. The full esopera- 
tion of federal agencies along this line 
is assured and this entire work will 
bring practical results. The Russell 
Sage Foundation is represented on our 
committee No. 4 by Lee F. Hanmer, of 
New York city. The Girl Scouts of 
America is represented by Lester F. 
Scott, New York city; the Canoe Clubs 
of America is represented by Charles 
C. Stoddard, New York city; I repre- 
sent the Society of American Forests, 
etc, Our chairman is Governor Milli- 
ken, of Michigan. 

Our committee will send out ques- 
tionnaires as soon as possible through- 
out the country requesting information 
on outdoor activities, but in the mean- 
time I think you will agree that our 
people in the south—and especially in 
the state of Georgia—should be ready 
to cooperate fully for a greater general 
interest in outdoor recreation. 


As I am the only southerner on this 
committee, I will appreciate it if you 
will express publicly the desire of this 
corference for all who are interested 
to make that fact known as soon as 
possible and let us know about their 
activities along this line. If any or- 
ganization sponsoring outdoor games, 
camps, hunting and fishing, hiking, 
riding, driving, boating or any outdoor 
recreation or sport will kindly drop 
mé a few lines in care of Georgia For- 
estry association, 307 Chamber of 
Commerce building, Atlanta, it will 
help greatly in making this general in- 
ventory. - You will realize that it will 


cially anxious to inventory state and 
local organizations as well. I know 
of no better way to do this than by 
calling on the people through the 
medium of the press. It will be 
specially helpful to know what has 
been done in the south, what is being 
done here and why efforts to encour- 
age outdoor recreation may have 
failed, etc.

| HEALTH TALKS 


| BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 
THE ATHLETE AND HIS RUB- 
DOWN. 


Professional boxing contests, more 
properly designated as mere prize 
fights, as they are conducted in Class 
B or bush league circles, constitute 
a fine example for the student of 
health, an example of the absurdities 
which become features of a _ nobie 
game when it degenerates to the levci 
of a professional sport. Ignoramuses 
assume the places which scientifi« 
men hold in the amateur boxing field. 
The gamblers who “promote” the pro- 
fessional prize fights would not feel 
at home in a clean atmosphere, a: 
so the prize ring has earned an evil 
repute—earned it by encouraging un 
environment which, for depravity. is 
exceeded only by that of the clandes- 
tine cockfight. 

Skillfully given massage postpones 
the onset of fatigue of muscles and 
hastens recovery from fatigue of mus- 
cles in the athlete. This is the rea- 
son why massage is generally used 
by trainers. A “rub down” lasting 
three or four minutes, immediately 
after a hard race or otder contest, 
will offset fatigue se that the ath- 
lete can repeat the performance or 
continue considerably longer than he 
could without the aid of massage. 
That the effect of the massage is 
produced through the circulation i3 
pretty well proved by a scientific ex 
periment in physiology. After com- 
pression of the brachial artery (the 
main artery of the arm) an indi- 
vidual could contract a finger only 
11 times, where under normal con. 
ditions he could contract it 265 tines. 
Then with the circulation still shut 
off, three minutes of vigorous maz:- 
sage was given, and the individual 
could contract the finger only nine 
times. That shows that massage 1% 
without effect when the circulation is 
intercepted. Massage aids the nutri- 
tion and metabolism of the muscles 
by increasing the blood supply and 
hastening the removal of waste mat- 
ter through the circulation. 

The hocus-pocus of the attendants 
of the professional boxer, who hop 
into the ring and make a great to-do 
of rubbing the fighter between 
rounds, isn’t massage, of course, but 
just make-believe. There is a vast 
difference between even the most 
earnest rubbing and massage given by 
a person who has had proper instruc- 
tion in that art. 

Young candidates for athletic su- 
premacy often wonder what liniment 
or other preparation is hest to use 
for the rub-down. Uneducated train- 
ers generally have a fondness for 
some particular liniment to which, in 
their ignorance, they ascribe valuable 
effetts. It doesn’t matter much what 
may be used; the only good purpose 
served in any case is lubrication, the 
prevention of excessive frivtion on th2 
skin from the hands of the masset-. 
Plain sweet oil (olive oil) or coconut 
oil or cocoa-butter or sweet almond 
oil or sesame oil is as good as any- 
thing else. Some athletes like the

It 
is childish to imagine that any lini- 
ment or other external medicament 
will “limber” an athlete’s muscles or 
prevent stiffness or fatigue.

The case went to the jury last nicht. 

Hoffman, on his way to a prison 
van after sentence had been imposed, 
passed within a few feet of District 
Attorney Fach and shrieked: 

“Now you and your lying witnesses 
can divide up your reward. I am in- 
nocent and vou know it.” 

Later Hoffman ecollapsed in his cell 
and wept. 

Hoffman’s attorney said that wheth- 
er an appeal would be filed had not 
been decided. 

‘““We have excellent grounds for an 
appeal,” he said, “but I shall leave the 
decision in this matter entirely with 
Hoffman.”

QUICK ACTION COMING 
IN WAR-FRAUD CASES 


Washington, May 29.—The many 
pending prosecuticns growing out otf 
war-time transactions are to be pres- 
sed to as quick a conclusion as pos- 
sible under a revised department of 
justice policy announced today by At- 
torney General Stone. 

The efforts cf the war transactions 
section of the department are to be 
coordinated under one man still to 
be selected. Paul Shipman Andrews, 
of Syracuse, has been appointed head 
of the aviation unit in.the war trans- 
actions section as the first step in 
the rearrangement. 

The attorney general said it was 
his desire to have the war cases dis- 
pesed of im a general cleanup. He 
wants either to bring them to trial, 
or force a final decision as to what 
shall be done with them. 

Some of these cases, which involve 
a total in excess of $50,000,000, are 
no longer subject to court action be- 
cause of the statute of limitation. 
Others have only a few months longer 
before they too will be outlawed by 
the same statute. 

Coordinating the action under one 
man, Mr. Stone believes, is the only 
way to secure efficient action.

$12,000 in cash. Fred C. Close, of 
New York, testified that under an ar- 
rangement he entered into with Phil- 
lips for the re-sale of lumber which 
Closé purchased with the profits to 
be split between him and Phillips on 
a 50-50 basis, he paid Phillips $5,000. 

Natwick brought in the names of 
otker defendants in his testimony, 
when he said he met Charles 8S.

Wilson Gave Life 
F orNation’sSake, 
Says Legion Head 


Chicago, May 29.—Woodrow Wil- 
son died for democracy's fulfillment 
as if he had died at Chateau Thierry, 
John H. Quinn, commander of the 


American Legion, declared in his an- 
nual memorial day message made 
public here today. 

“America pauses in her stride to 
honor and revere the men who died 
for our nation’s destiny,” the message 
said. “It is the sixth memorial day 
since the world. war added thousands 
of lives to that long list of heroes 
whose blood is the mortar of our 
countgy’s foundation. 

“Every city, town and hamlet is 
sending flowers to these graves, the 
white crosses which march in tragic 
alignment over hill and dale in 
France are almost hidden br flowers. 
It is the day when we recall the 
men Who died, their deeds andthe 
ideals for which they gave an un- 
stinted all. 

“At home the civil war veterans, 
with more blank files than last year 
and ranks more numerous than they 
will be next year, pay their annu: 1 
tribute. The ranks are depleted, the 
step feebler and the eye duller. Tvo 
soon their faltering march will be no 
more and only the memory of their 
deeds will remain with us to cherish. 

“The slouch-hatted Spanish war 
veterans’gather to honor the men who 
died in 1898, the heroes who wrote 
‘freedom from tyranny and _ protec- 
tion for the weak’ on world history 
with letters of scarlet. 

“With these veterans of tivo great 
conflicts foregather the khaki clad 
millions who fought the fight for de- 
mocracy. They fought, they believed, 
a war to end war; there was to com? 
a new peace on earth, good will to ail 
men. That ideal has not yet been 
achieved, but on this day of memories 
let us pray that it some day will be 
realized, that our dead are not sacri- 
ficed in vain. 

“Since last memorial day Woodrow 
Wilson has passed on, and _ sleeps 
with the thousands who died for de- 
mocracy’s fulfilment, Our war-time 
president died for the cause he so 
fervently believed in a9 surely as if

The annual convention of the South- 
eastern Retail Hardware and Imple- 
ment association came to a close with 
Thursday morning’s session in the city 
Auditorium, and a barbecue given the 
visitors by the Atlantic Steel company. 
The barbecue followed a tour through 
the plant of the hosts. 

No cause for pessimism in the gen- 
eral business outlook was seem by J, 
W. Meaker, Jr., of the American Steel 
and Wire company, Chicago, who was 
one of the principal speakers at the 
Mr. Meaker point- 
ed out that one of the weaknesses 
of people in general is the habit of 
gauging prosperity by the peaks _b- 
tained in the periods of so-called good 
times, rather than on the average. He 
told his audience that there ws no 
cause for a pessimistic outlook. and 
urged them to go ahead with business 
on a steady basis, in other words, to 
sit steady in the boat. 

Tells of Griffin Plan. 

John Hammond, of Griffin, Ga., told 
how the Griffin business men bad en- 
couraged thirty farmer boys to demon- 
strate that cotton could be profitably 
grawn under boll weevil conditions, 
and urged that illustration upvn his 
hearers as a good example of the need 
of better methods and training in ag- 
ricultural, industrial and commercial 
fields. 

Mr. Hammond said that the boys 
had each been given the proper amount 
of fertilizer, the best of seeds and a 
supply of boll weevil poison with 
which to grow one acre of cotton. The 
cotton was planted and cared for un- 
der direction of the county agent and 
the result was that twenty-nine boys 
had each grown a bale of cottun to 
the acre, the net profit on which 
amounted to $129 for each of the boys. 
He said that the result is that fa- 
thers and neighbors of the boys this 
year are planting cotton according to 
the plan followed by the boys, having 
been shown that it can be grown in 
spite of the boll weevil. 

Members of the association were 
urged by O. K. Jones to take an ac- 
tive interest in community, develop- 
ment in the interest of better commu- 
nities, better citizens and better busi- 
ness conditions. He related some of 
his own activities in fhe interest of 
better schools, better roads and bet- 
ter clvi¢ conditions generally in his 
home town as examples of what can 
be done everywhere by business men 
Pto improve general conditions, At 
the conclusion of his address Mr. Jones 
called on several other members to tel] 
of similar activities on their part. 

Better business conditions through 
better business methods was urged by 
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| ing Machine company. Mr. Wirt 
gave figures to show the relative posi- 
tion the south occupies in the agricul- 
‘tural activities of the country, as well 
as figures to show the trend toward 
diversification in the south. 

He declared that efficient farm ma- 
chinery must take the place of farm 
labor to a lamre extent in the south, 
and urged the hardware dealers to 
bend their efforts toward encouraging 
a more widespread use “of time and la- 
bor-saving machinery.

Lifting the Flagstick., 
_ Possibly no subject in the golf rules 
is the center of more argument and 
debate than what may and may not be 
done with reference to the flagstick— 
who has a right to have it lifted, when 
it can be lifted and so on. 

The rule is as follows: As a match 
approaches a.hole, the flagstick must 
be removed, if either player requests 
it. The rule fixes no limit under 
which a match may be said to be ap- 
proaching the hole. It is assumed to 
be any distance at which the player 
may reasonably be expected to reach 
the green on his next stroke. So that 
technically, if a player is 150 yards 
from the green, for instance, his op- 
ponent can claim the right to have 
the flagstick removed, if he chooses. 
Of course, whoever takes the flag 
can still stand at the hole to mark 
its location, after removing the stick. 
The idea of having the stick taken 
out of the hole is to avoid the possi- 
bility of having the ball strike it and 
stop dead, whereas it might other- 
wise have gone well berond. What 
happens when a ball hits the flag- 
stick will be taken up at another 
time, 

Explanations.

Refusing to brave the biting wind, 
Gibbons called off the outdoor pro- 
gram and took only light exercise, 
working outdoors in the dance hall in 
the resort where he is quartered, 
seven miles up the lake shore. Gib- 
bens merely shadow-boxed and took a 
session at skipping the rope to keep 
his muscles loosened. In the morning 
he played eighteen holes of’ golf, de- 
feating the champion women players 
of the elnb with a score of 90, regarded 
as excellent for the condition of the 
course and the weather. 

Gibhons spent the remainder of the 
day sitting aronnd a fire roaring in 
the fireplace of the spacious living 
room. 

Sparring Mates Laud Gibbons. 

Gibbons’ sparring partners, appar- 
ently glad that their services were no 
longer needed, declared that Gibbons 
was in the finest possible condition. 

This view also was shared by Man- 
ager Eddie Kane, who declared the 
Si. Paul man was ready. 


Gibbons himself ventured the opin- 
ion .that his condition was perfect 
and that he would do nothing more tv- 
morrow aside from a round of golf in 
the morning. | 

The workout of Carpentier, one 
of the most graceful and easiest mov- 
ing boxers jn the world, was impres- 
sive, although the critics did not have 
the opportunity toe watch him box. 
In his shadow-boxing Carpentier 
worked in and out with amazing epeed 
and agility, always slashing out with 
his famous right at an imaginary foe. 
He appeared eager for work, asking 
Manager Descamps for permission to 
go another round with the bag after 
Descamps thought he had enough. 

Carpentier on Edge. 

Carpentier wound up with a three- 
minute session of rope skipping. He 
appeared to be on edge in the opinion 
of the experts, and both he and Des- 
camps expressed the greatest confi- 
dence in the result of Saturday’s 
contest, neither admitting there is a 
chance to lose. 

Emerson W. Dickerson, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., who will referee the 
contest, met both Carpentier and Gib- 
bons today and explained the rules 
to them. Dickerson said both boxers 
would be ordered to tape their bands 
after they entered the ring instead of 
in the dressing rooms, and only soft 
cotton bandages would be allowed. 

Gibbons said that he expected to 
scale around 177 pounds, which would 
make him two pounds heavier than 
when he met Jack Dempsey at She)- 
by, Mont., last Fourth of July. Car- 
pentier expects to scale about 174 or 
175 pounds. He weighed 168 when 
he faced Dempsey in their famous bat- 
tle in Boyle’s Thirty Acres in 1921.

BASED ON SPLIT 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

New York, May 29.—LaFollette’s 
annoyncement is the first expression of 
several kinds of excitement certain to 
characterize this political year from 
now on. 


LaFollette will almost certainly run 
for president. He will not run as a 
third-party candidate. He will run as 
a third candidate. That distinction is 
important. LaFollette’s announce- 
ment is meant not only to repudiate 
the communists, whom he denounces, 
but also to dissociate himself from 
a'l third-party movements whatever. 
l'ertly, this is a completely honest ex- 
pression of LaFollette’s present men- 
tal attitude. Partly, it is making a 
virtue of necessity. 


Neither LaFollette nor anybody else: 


ca. lead a third party this year with 
any hope of making an impression, It 
is too late for the work of organizing 
a third party. And so LaFollette will 
run aS merely a_ third candidate. 
There will be no party and nobody 
eise On the ticket except VaFollette 
and one other man as candidate for 
vice-president. For a name LaFel- 
lette will call himself “the independ- 
ent-progressive” candidate, or some 
such phrase. He will announce that 
he offers himself to all voters who are 
dissatishied with the two old parties. 
And if he gets all these he will have 
a very large vote. 
Throw Election in Congress. 

The immediate purpose of LaFol- 
lette’s candidacy will be to throw the 
election of the next president into 
congress. It will be LaFollette’® ef- 
fort to get enough republican votes 
and enough democratic votes to pre- 
vent either the republican or the den:- 
ocratic. candidate for president from 
baving a majority of the electoral 
votes. ‘To win, a candidate for pres- 
ident must have a majority of all the 
electoral votes. Lacking that, the 
election is thrown into congress, which 
then elects the next president. That 
is what LaFollette followers want to 
bring about. In congress, LaFollette 
dominates because he and the congreas- 
men who follow him have the balance 
of power. Just as they have domi- 
nated legislation by throwing their 
strength sometimes to the republicans 
and sometimes to the democrats. so do 
they expect, by the exercise of the 
same balance of power. to determine 
the choice for president. 

There would be a great deal of ex- 
citement if the November presidential 
election should be inconclusive and 
the country should have to wait for 
congress—it would be the present con- 
gress with the present membership— 
to select our next president. It may 
turn out that way. 

Other Possible Results. 


On the other hand, La Follette’s 
candidacy may have some one or other 
otf several possible curious results. 
Much depends on what the democrats 
do in tthe light of this threat of La 
Follette’s. Suppose the democrats 
nominate a conservative. In that 
event, with both the republican and 
democratic candidates conservative, all 
the radical and progressive votes would 
go to La Follette. But. might not 
that throw all the conservatives ‘nto a 
panic and cause them all to flock to 
Coolidge and wait on him as the one 
sure promise against victory by La 
Follette? On the other hand, sup- 
pose the democrats nominate a pro- 
gressive, That would be the most 
likely way of preventing La Follette 
from getting very far. If the demo- 
crats nominate McAdoo, La Follette 
might even be prevented from running, 
because railroad legor would be sat- 
isfied with McAdoo and would decline 
to encourage La Follette to run ag a 
third candidate. Any radical or ex- 
treme progressive nomination by the 
haste might have the same re- 
sult. 


Party Spirit at Low Ebb. 


The one clear fact is that party 
leadership, party discipline and party 
loyalty are low in both parties. Out 
of that condition almost any strange 
development may arise. That the Ku 
Klux Klan dominates the democratic 
party in some states is well known. 
But the strangest development in re- 
cent American politics is expressed jn 
the following description by a compe- 
tent authority of just what went on at 
the republican state convention in In- 
diana. This authority says: “The re- 
publican state convention jin Indiana 
was dominated, directed and managed 
by a man from outside the state, a 
man from Texas, who is an official 
of the democratic party in Texas, and 
who came to Indianapolis to manage 
the Indiana republican convention in 
the role of agent f the Ku Klux Klan.” 

All in aJl, this is going to be an 
exciting year. We expect that Colo- 
nel George Harvey. former ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain. who is coming 
to Washington on Friday to edit. Ned 
McLean's Washington Post, will have 
a good deal to write about.

Paris, May 20.—Premier Poincare 
has accepted a gift of $1,000,000 from 
Juhn D. Rockefeller, Jr., to be used 
for restoration of the roof of Rheims 
eathedral, the chafeau gardens and 
fountains at the palace of Versailles, 
and the gardens at Fountaine-3leau. 

In a letter t Poincare, Rockefellei 
said: 

“The treasures of which you are 
the guardian are the world’s greatest 
artistic patrimony.” 

In reply, the French premier ex- 
pressed deep appreciation, saying, 
“You are powerfully aiding, both ma- 
terially and morally, to help France 
repair the effects of the war.” 

The money for the reconstructive 
work will be spent by a joint com- 
mittee of Americans and Frenchmen. 


BRITISH COAL MINERS 
ACCEPT SETTLEMENT 


London, May 29.—(By the Assuci- 
ated Press.) —The prolonged dispute 
over the question of the cos] miners 
wages was definitely settled today 
when a full conference of the miner2’ 
delegates voted, 473 to 311, to accept 
the terms'of the agreement reached by 
the miners’ federation representatives 
with the owners on May 15. 

The agreement which was reachec 
subject to approval of the full dele- 
gate conference of the miners. with a 
recommendation from the fe3eratien 
officials for such approval, provides 
that the standard of profits in the in- 
dustry shall consist of a sum equél 
to 15 per cent of standard wages. 
The surplus remaining after deduct- 
ing from the proceeds the cost of 
standard wages, costs other than 
wages, and standard profits, is to he 
divided between wages and ‘profits 
in the proportion of 88 per cent to 
wages and 12 per cent to orefits. 

In the arrangement which the new 
agreement suoplants the standard of 
profits was reckoned at 71 per cent of 
wages and the profits. divided in th» 
ratio of 83 and 17 per cent. 

The agreement embodies other pro- 
visions of a complicated sort.

Fertilizer, Power Production 


Bill Separates 


Washington, May 29.—Fertilizer 
would be producted at Muscle Shoas 
either by the government or a private 
concern under an amendment to the 
Norris bill approved today by the sen- 
ate agriculture committee. It is also 
understood another amendment pro- 
vides power could either be produced 
by the government or a private com- 
pany under government control. 

After an executive session lasting 
several hours, the committee agreed 
to the amendments proposed by a sub- 
committee, and although a formal an- 
nouncement wag not made, it is wnder- 
stood that the Norris bill a&s amend- 
ed would make it possible for private 
concerns to take over operation of the 
property under direct government eon- 
trol, if that were considered more sat- 
isfactory than government o->:ration. 

Reach Floor Next Week. 

Chairman Norris was directed by 
the committee to report the bill to the 
senate Saturday, meaning that the 
measure will not reach the floor until 
next week. It is believed that not 
more than two days will be required 
for debate. 

_As amended, the bill provides for 
distinct separation of fertilizer and 
power production at Muscle Shoals. 
The fertilizer manufacture would be 
placed directly under the department 
of agriculture, and even though a pri- 
vate concern were allowed to operate 
the plant, it would be under the srper- 
vision of the nitrogen research labo- 
ratory of the agriculture department. 

The secretary of agriculture would 
be authorized to establish agencies 
throughout the United States to sell 
at a reasonable profit fertilizer prod- 
ucts, either direct to the farmers or 
to the farm organizations.

Herriot Ministry for France} 
Spells Chaos and Uncertainty 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 
Washington, May 29.—The 
cision of President Millerand to 
call upon Herriot to form a 
new. ministry, a decision  fore- 
cast by the results of the recent 
election and disclosed at the confer- 
ence still more recently held at the 
Iilysee palace, on the surface at least 
holds out the promise of new and dis- 
turbing chaos in French domestic poli- 
tics. At best Herriot’s reign must be 
short and just as the present change 
has retarded the application of the 
Dawes program, later changes must 
have similarly disturbing effects. 

On the surface Herriot will have be- 
hind him approximately half of the 
French chamber of deputies, some 292 
members, but this strength rests upon 
the combination of thftee quite diverse 
elements—the socialists, the radicals 
and a small group of radical socialists 
or socialist radicals, who follow Pain- 
leve. All three of these parties were 
united in the common desire to over- 
turn Poincare, but between the out- 
and-out socialists, who count an even 
hundred members, and the balance of 
the coalition there is little or nothing 
in common now that Poincare is beat- 
en. Moreover. there are always the 
communists to reckon with. 


Coalition Is Fragile. 


By contrast the bloc national, the 
old Poincare combination, counts 253 
members and can rely upon some 
eleven more votes from the royalists. 
‘Lo enlist the necessary support of the 
socialists, Herriot must consent to ac- 
cept certain legislative projects which 
will certainly be opposed by the whole 
of the bloc national and the royalisis. 
If by any chatce Painleve’s group 
should presently break with Herriot’s 
the combination would come crashing 
down in a moment. 

Actually Herriot’s ministry is go- 
ing to have something of the same 
position now occupied by the labor 
government in England. Herriot’s own 
party counts but 153 in a house of 
584, as contrasted with 191 laborites 
in a house of 615 members. Like Ram- 
say MacDonald, Herriot must then 
find large support outside his party 
in order to stay in power a single 
day. But unlike MacDonald, who can 
ordinarily count on the solid support 
of liberals, Herriot must get support 
not from one but two parties. And 
whereas the overthrow of MacDonald 
would precipitate a new election in 
England which all liberals justly fear, 
the fall of Herript could be accom- 
plished without any election after- 
math, 


Briard is Key Man. 


Briand’s refusal to enter a Herriot 
cabinet, if persisted in, certainly 
dooms the cabinet, for it means that 
Briand and his friends are planning 
to make a combination against Her- 
riot and with the former supporters 
of Poincare in the bloc national. Her- 
riot, then, forced to nlake large con- 
cessions to the socialists is almost 
certain to find himself in a short time 
with only the support of his own rad- 
icals and the socialists, which would 
leave him in a hopeless minority and 
he may even find himself deserted by 
the socialists because he refuses to 
follow their desires sufficiently. 

Despite its outward appearances 
the recent election result was on the 
whole a far more complete repudi- 
ation of Poincare than of hig policies 
and far less a revelation of radicalism 
in France than of a desire to get rid 
of a leader who had come to stand 
in the popular mind for reactionary 
ideas. But with Poincare removed, 
there are already many signs that the 
new chamber is vastly more conserva- 
tive in temper than the man who will 


de- 


be asked to form the new cabinet can 
possibly: be, “given his associates and 


particularly in view of his dependence 
upen the socialists. 


English Situation Better. 
Ramsay MacDonald went to Down- 
ing street with something like a free 
hand, because he could not be evicted 


without the arrival of an election and 
both the old parties feared that a 
new election would lessen their own 
strength and perhaps give labor a 
free majority of its own. This sitt- 
ation remains unchanged and Mace. 
Donald continnes in power as a re 
sult. Moreover there was very clear 
evidence in Britain at the moment 
and since that the British people were 
not disturbed by labor’s accession ard 
were insistent that labor should havé 
: fair chance to show what it could 
0. 

In France, on the other herd, it is 
not clear yet that there is any large 
desire to see what Herriot might de 
with a socialist’ backing. The coun- 
try as well as the majority of the 
new chamber of deputies is far more 
conservative than Herriot, whereas in 
Britain the ministry which is a mt- 
nority in the house of commons has a 
popular strength which sustairs it in 
spite of this fact. And the tories 
and the liberals permit the labor 
ministry to remain because they are 
afraid of the country. , 


Uncertainty to Endure 


It is even conceivable, in yiew of 
recent happenings, that Herriot may 
fail outright in his attempt to form 
a ministry, although this is unlikely. 
In ‘that event Briand might come 
at once and then the dangers of new 
delay in dealing with the Dawes re 
port would be obviated. Once Briat.¢ 
did come it is pretty certaiu that ie 
could create a new blos, Jrawing 
alike from the bloc national whic!. 
supported Poincare and the bloc of 
the left which opposed hiin, for 
Briand would be at one time mocs | 
moderate in method and ward thn 
Poincare and more conservative tm 
principle and in action than Herriot, 

For the present, however «here is 
uncertainty and this uncertainty seems 
destined to endure even if Herriot 
is able to patch together a temporary 
eabinet. This uncertainty wi'l ham- 
per international negotiatiens and 
may postpone the application of the 
Dawes report program. Of course, if 
Herriot should achi@ve some sudden 
and unexpected siccess in foreign re- 
lations he might hold on, tmt at best 
his task will be frightfully diffiev li 
and his prospects are hardly @!luring.

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TWO AMERICANS 
HELD FORRANSON 


Peking, May 29.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—Culver B. Chamberlain, 
American vice consul at Canton, has 
gone to Wuchow, in Kwangsi prov- 
ince, to urge action by local authbori- 
ties to obtain the release of two Amer- 
icans and their 22 companions, taken 
captive recently by pirates who cap- 
tured the motor boat Roanoke, owned 
by the American Southern Baptist 
mission at Wuchow. 

The Roanoke was captured near 
Ohenping on the Ho river. 

The American jrisoners are Dr. H. 
G. Miller, member of the Christian 
missionary alliance, and Rex Ray, of 
the Southern Baptist Mission. 

Two Englishmen, named Jaffray 
and Carne, also were taken prisoner, 
along with twenty Chinese. All were 
blindfolded and taken to the pirates’ 
mountain stronghold. 

The story of the attack and the cap- 
ture became public when the begndits 
released the Chinese captain of the Ro- 
anoke so that he might notify the mis- 
sion that the prisoners would be freed 
upon payment of a large ransom. 

The American legation here is mak- 
ing representatiom to the foreign of- 
fice. The American consul at Canton 
fears that an early release is improba- 
ble. however, because the prisoners 
were taken into a wild and uninhab- 
ited country. 

The motorboat was loaded with sup- 
plies for the relief of missionaries at 
Kweilin.

NO CHANGES MADE 
IN DIVORGE LAWS 


May 


Springfield, Mass., 29.—A 


divorce law of the Methodist Episco- 


pal church was defeated by ten votes 
at the closing session of the general 
conference. The vote was 300 for 
adoption to 310 against. 

The present law forbids minist«tr< 
to marry a divorced person when the 
husband or wife is living unless that 
person be the innocent pac‘y in a di- 
vorce for adultery. The change would 
have legalized all marriages excep 
those of guilty parties in divorces for 
adultery. 

The proposed change also forbade 
ministers to marry “any perso” 
known tuo be physically, mentally or 
morally unfit.” 

“The present ‘law can’t be en- 
forced,” the Rev. G. Bromley Oxnam, 
of Los Angeles, declared, “and thon- 
sands of persons divorced ‘or reasons 
other than adultery now ure living in 
adultery and are subject to trial. 

“\ woman who secures a divor:¢ 
from a brutal husband and wants : 
new home for her children must be re- 
fused God’s blessing. We ought to 
get at the basic causes of diverce in- 
stead of waiting: until the home :s 
wrecked. If we have a bad. law we 
ought to repeal it.” 

“Tf you adopt this report you'll 
wipe out the law on divorce upon 
which we have been acting tor many 
years,” Dr. David G. Downey, of 
New York, warned the _ delegates. 
“An attempt is being made to meet 
the conditions in certain parts of the 
country to which many veople go 
get divorce. Do not take this back- 
ward, and reactionary step.” 

The Rev. Wallace H. Finch. of 
Stamford, Conua., asserted that “pas 
tors are under an impossible + posi- 
tion under the present law.” 

Dr. George Elliott, of Detrcit. e.li- 
tor of the Methodist Review, opposed 
the change and read from the New 
Testament Christ’s teachings on Gi- 
vorce, 

“Two million people were divorced 
in the last 25 years because we helped 
to make divorce too easy,” he said. 
“Marriage is not a civil contract but 


a spiritual union and hsuband and 
wife are bound as closely es father 
and son.

Tokio, May 29.—The depressing 
atmosphere induced by the enactment 
in the United States of exclusion leg- 
islation applying to Japanese hung 
heavily tonight over the first impor- 
tant gathering of Americans and Jap- 
anese since the immigration bill was 
signed—the farewell dinner of the 
American-Japanese society to the re- 
tiring American ambassador, Cyrus 
E. Woods, It persisted despite efforts 
of everyone present to avoid the sub- 
ject of exclusion, 

An impressive moment during the 
dinner came when Viscount Kentaro 
Kaneko, president of the _ society, 
arose and proposed the health of Pres- 
ident Coolidge—less than 72 hours 
after word had reacbed Tokio that 
the president bad signed the immigra- 
tion bill. 

Viscount Kaneko, in paying tribute 
to Ambassador Woods and the work 
he had done in Japan, deviated a 
moment to compliment the news- 
papers of America on their attitude 
in the present difficulties. 

“In the 52 years since I was a 
schvol boy in Boston, I’ve followed 
the Americans newspapers,” he said. 
“But I’ve never seen anything like 
the unbounded sympathy they have 
shown in this crisis for Japan. I 
never have seen any such considera- 
tion shown for any foreign country. 
It is unprecedented in the history of 
American journalism. The majority 
of the United States newspapers have 
stood for the right, and have been 
true friends in need.” 

Ambasador Woods spoke briefly. 
“It is idle to pretend that these are 
not trying times,” he said, “but it is 
in such moments of stress as these 
that men are most truly tested and 
their innate qualities revealed. At 
this moment I have nothing but 
praise for the attitude of the Japan- 
ese nation. The calm and dignity 
with which the Japanese are conduct- 
ing themseives are worthy of the 
traditions of your great and noble 
nation.” -
